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Detailed Action 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1. 1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 20, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. All relevant rejections are withdrawn as satisfied. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-18 and 22-39 are allowed (renumbered as 1-36). 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application is for a reading/recording system with a slider. 

• Claim 1 specifies a reading/recording system with a slider, which requires: 

"... the longitudinal roll axis about whi9ch roll rotation of the slider may occur... is 
situated toward the pad, " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claim 1, are not anticipated by, 

nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. 

• Claims 22,26, and 35 specify a reading/recording system with a slider, which requires: 

"... a pad extending from the base surface at a corner defined by the intersection of the 
trailing edge and the second side, there being no additional pad extending from the base 
surface in the area of the base surface between the pad and a corner defined by the 
intersection of the trailing edge and the second side ... " 
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These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 22,26, and 35, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
